Bags to Be Released From 
Ship and Their Course

WASHINGTON, Aug. 28.—Bal- 
loons will trail from the shipping 
board liner America across the At- 
lantic on a voyage from New York

Chief of' Police Gerk today re- 
ceived a telegram from John Stege, 
deputy commissioner in Chicago of 
the Chicago Detective Bureau, re- 
questing that a warrant for the ar- 
rest of Roy C. Toombs, president of 
the International Life Insurance 
Co., charged with larceny in the 
withdrawal of $3,562,000 from the 


company’s assets, be sent to Chi- 
cago for service. 

The telegram added that Chief 
Gerk would be notified when to 
send an officer for Toombs.

The warrant had previously been 
sent by Sidener to Chicago with 
two St. Louis police officers, who 
reported they were unable to serve 
them because Toombs was in cus- 
tody of a Federal officer as a wit- 
ness in the bankruptcy proceed- 
ing of his Chicago investment 
house of Toombs & Daily. 

Toombs has been living at a 
Chicago hotel in custody of an 
officer of the Bankruptcy Court 
at Chicago, where he is appearing 
from time to time as a witness in 
tracing assets of Toombs & Dally 
Co. 

It is Circuit Attorney Sidener’s 
purpose to serve the extradition 
warrants, which would force 
Toombs into custody and under 
bond, in the event he was held 
longer for the Bankruptcy Court, 
and prevent his escape in case he 
sought to evade service under the 
extradition warrants. 


BLASPHEMY WARRANT AGAINST

when police took exception to an 
utterance of Dr. Kallen that 
‘Sacco and Vanzetti were anarch- 
ists’: Jesus Christ was an an- 
archist.”’

CONCRETE RIVER

To Prevent Cutting of Bottom 
by Impact of Water Flow- 
ing Over Dam.

CINCINNATI, Aug. 28.—Experi- 
ments in constructing a concrete 
river bed for the proposed flood 
prevention dam in the Mississippi 


River above New Orleans began to- 
day in the Ohio River just above 
Cincinnati, at Dam No. 36. .

conducting the experiment, said it 
has been found that water flowing 
over traps of a dam hit the river 
bed on a slope, bounce off at an 
angle and cut into the bed in a 
sloping direction.

FASCINATION FOR 
WOMAN POISONER 


Sick Beds, Too, and Acci- 
dents Attracted Mrs. Gif- 
ford, Who Admits Killing 
Three Persons. 


PAID FOR BURIAL 
OF ONE VICTIM 


In Confession Says She 
Used Deadly Drug as 
Medicine and Thought It 
Would Help Others.

UNION, Mo., Aug. 28.—A soft- 
spoken woman inordinately fo. 1 
of attending sickbeds and funerals. 
That was the impression Mrs. 
Bertha Gifford, 56-year-old farm 
housewife, prostrated in jail here, 
made upon her neishbors. She has 
confessed poisoning three of nine 
persons who died under her roof in 
the space of a few years. 

In winter or summer, i? the roads 
were muddy or covered with ize 
Mrs. Gifford could not be kep' 
from sitting up with a sick neigh- 
bor, proffering advice as to drinks 
and lotions. Her lined, rather dull 
features softened when she talked 
of medicines, fever symptoms, 
strange maladies. 

What bridge parties or matinees 
are to town women, sickbeds and 


funerals were to the sunburned, 


plump woman with leaden gray 
eyes who now sits frightened in 
the top cell tier of Franklin County 
jail. Accidents, too, fascirated her. 
On one occasion, according to per- 
sons who knew her well, she heard 
aman had been run wver by a 
locomotive and jumped into her 
automobile to drive eight miles in 
order to view the victim. While 
other women covered their eyes, 
she stepped boldly forward and 
looked at the man. 
Missed One Funeral. 

The only funeral, apparently, not 
attended by Bertha Gifford in her 
period of 19 yeras’ :esidence in and 
about Catawissa, was that of Bue- 
lah Pounds, 3-year-old daughter of 
Marguerite Pounds, Mrs.. Gifford’s 
cousin. The child died in Mrs. Gif- 
ford’s home Dec. 27, 1922. The 
mother left the infant in Mrs. Gfi- 
ford's care for several hours on 
the day preceding its death, arid 
when she returned the child was 
ill and suffering abdominal pains. 

“My sister thought things looked 
funny because my father also died 
in Mrs. Gifford’s house after he 
was taken with acute stomach 
pains there,” the child’s mother, 
now Mrs. Marguerite Rosen, of 
Catawissa, said to the correspond- 
ent. “She said something about 
having a post-mortem. Mrs. Gif- 
ford was usually a quiet woman 
but she certainly got mad. She 
said some terrible things. I asked 
about holding a post-mortem but 
people said it would cost me a 
lot of money. I didn’t know the 
State held post-mortems. We just 
buried the child after the doctor 
treated it.” 

That was the only funeral of 
record Bertha Gifford missed. She 
attended all others,’ traveling 
sometimes 20 miles. She was a 
mourner also at the funerals of the 
Schamel children, sons of a hired 
man on the Gifford farm, whom 
she confessed she killed and she 
paid for the embalming and burial 
of the body of “Ed” Brinley, the 
last of her victims. Public feeling 
following the Brinley death—he 
had been carried into the Gifford 
‘“‘*house of mystery” near Catawissa 
after he had been found drunk 
in the road and developed “acute 
gastritis” within a few hours— 
brought about the investigation 
that resulted in her indictment on 
two charges of first degree murder 
in connection with two facalities. 
Says She Used Arsenic as Medicine 

Mrs. Gifford, in her confession, 
said she wanted to aid, rather than 
narm her victims. She declared 
that she had used arsenic as a 
medicine for 20 years for herself 
and had frequently taken as much 
of the chemical as she surrepti- 
tiously fed to the persons who died. 

“Arsenic helped me,” she said 
boldly when she was interrogated 
after her arrest last Saturday at 
her home near Eureka, in 8. Louis 
County. “It relieved my § high 
blood pressure. I thought it might 
help them.” 

Arsenic tn small quantities is 
used in tonics, according to physi- 
clans, to stimulate metabolism or 
There are 
on record, also, persons known as 
arsenic eaters, who have built up 
an appetite for this poison and who 
can withstand greater amounts of 
it than ordinary persons. Dr. W. 
H. Hempker, family physician for 
the Giffords, to whose medicine 
Mrs. Gifford admits she added 
arsenic, said he had never pre- 
scribed arsenical tonics for the pol-

American’ Woman _ Spends 
Hours in French Police Sta- 
tion After Demonstration.

RAMBOUILLET, France, Aug. 
28.—Doris Stevens, American fem- 


inist leader, wife of Dudley Ficld 
Malone, lawyer, and three othera of 
a group of feminists who appeared 
at the gates of the presidentisl 
chateau today in behalf of the 
equal rights movement, were held 
in custody at the police comm:s- 
sariat for several hours tor failure 
to have their identity papers. 
‘They were released at 3:30 
o’clock this afternoon after al! of 
the statesmen who had lunch with 
President Doumergue had gune. 
The women had sought a 10 min- 
utes’ audience with the President’s 
guests who yesterday signed the 
Kellogg-Briand renunciation ¢f war 
treaty. The plan of the feminists 
was to discuss with them a pro- 
ject for an international ‘‘eaty es- 
tablishing equal rights “or men and 
women. 

Those held over the noon hour 
with Miss Stevens were Mrs. Lor- 
ing Pickering and Fanny Bunand 
of France. The women all went to 
Paris. 

Miss Stevens is chairman of the 
committee on international action 
of the National Woman’s party of 
the United States. For days the 
committee has been trying to in- 
duce the treaty signers to give 
hem an hour in which to set 
forth their arguments for an equal 
rights treaty. 

A group of women arrived before 
the gates of the chateau just as 
Secretary Kellogg's car drove up. 
They unfurled a banner on which 
was inscribed: “We demand an 
equal rights treaty."” One end of 
th ebanner was guarded by a wo- 
man holding an American flag and 
another .woman with the, French 
colors was on the other extremity. 
A police officer made a running 
jump and grabbed the banner, 
handing it to a gendarme and or- 
dering the group of women to dis- 
perse. 

The petition which the women 
tried to present to President 
Doumergue read: “Having not yet 
received an appointment for a re- 
quested audience at Paris with the 
plenipotentiaries who are to be 
your .guests today, the Woman's 
Committee of International Action 
has sent its emissaries to ask a 


brief audience with them. We are 
at the gate.”

The original signatures were still 
wet when telegrams and cables of 
adherence by other countries oe- 
gan to pour into Paris from the 
governments of Denmark, Jugo- 
Slavia, Rumania and Peru, express- 
ing their wish to join the signers 
of the treaty. 

The compact now is open to ad- 
herence by all nations. An official 
invitation to join in the pledge has 
been handed by the French Am- 
bassador to Maxim Litvinoff, Rus- 
sian Soviet Commissar for Foreign 
Affairs, at Moscow. 

It is expected that at least a 
year will elapse before the treaty 
has been finally ratified by the or- 
iginal signatory nations. 

Paris Celebrates Event. 

Congratulations still were being

They are former Gov. ellie Tay- 
loe Ross of Wyoming. now first 
vice chairman of the women's di- 
vision of the Democratic National 
Committee; Mrs. Franklin  D. 
Roosevelt. member of the . dvisory 
committee headed by Senator Pe- 
ter G. Gerry of Rhode Island, and 
Mrs. John Warner, elder daughter 
of the Democratic nomince for 
President. They were met at 
Terre Haute by Mrs. Florence G. 
Farley of Kansas, chairman of 
women’s activities in this region 
who is attached to headquarters 
here. 

All except Mrs. Roosevelt will go 
on tothe Hot Springsto hear fena- 
tor Robinson accept the Vice Pres- 
idential nomination. Mrs. Roose- 
velt will return to New York fol- 
lowing the conference. “Much as 
[ should like to hear Senator Rob- 
inson’s speech, it is not the place 
of an office worker such as ] am, 
to go gadding about so far i-om 
headquarters when there is_ so 
much work to te done," she sau. 
Mrs. F. D. Roosevelt. 


Tall, broad shouldered, though of 
slender build, with a distinctivele 
cultivated voice and ‘tnanner of 
speaking, Mrs. Roosevelt is a type 
of modern college woman who 
combines domestic interests with 
wider activities. She has five 
children and o:-e grandchild, she 
informed me before I had time to 
make the usual inquiries about her 
family. Her home is in Dutchess 
County, New York. Mer chief in- 
terests outside Democratic organ- 
ization work have been the bet- 
terment of conditions in rural life 
and small communities. She hus 
been head of departments on sural 
life and household economics i.. a 
committee composed of heads of 
all women’s organizations co-Op- 
erating with extension work of the 
State University, which depart- 
ments have their seat at Cornell 
in Utica. 

Establishing industries allied 
with farm work, such as furniture 
factories in which some of the early 
American styles of cabinet work 
have been revived, weaving, rug- 
making, canning and preserving, 
through which women and ‘chil- 
dren can find means of providing 
themselves with modern comforts 
and equipment if the farm house, 
wider contacts and outlets for their 
creative faculties, have been some 
of her accomplishments. 

Active Among the Farmers. 

Accompanying Mrs. O'Day, State 
Committeewoman, it has long been 
a habit to visit every county in the 
State at least once in two years, 
interesting themselves in farm 


; problems while spreading Demo- 


cratic propaganda. 

So it will be seen here is one 
member of the party councils to 
whom farm relief problems are not 
a new or unfamiliar subject. 

This is her first visit west except 
for a five weeks’ campaign tour 
when her husband was the nominee 
for Vice President in 1920.

building on easy terms. His bills 
which resulted in doubling the pay 
of school teachers. The mother’s 
pension bill passed by a hostile 
Legislature upon the Governor's 
plea that “no institution is as good 
as a good mother.” 


His bills effecting economy in 
administration, bills on behalf of 
conservation, and bills that have 


‘brought State institutions up to a 


high standard, all these in Gov. 
Smith’s record on social and hu- 
manitarian aims and accomplish- 
ments should have their especial 
appeal to women as against the 
opposition candidate’s recora in of- 
fice associated mainly with big 
business, she thought. 
Ex-Gov. Nellie Ross. 

All this time Mrs. Roosevelt had 
been urging that I first see ‘‘Gov- 
ernor”’ Ross, “whose services we 
are so glad to have, not only be- 
cause of her picturesque appeal as 
a woman Governor who made good, 
but also because she has developed 


with her experience into a most: 


able and convincing speaker.” 

This I found to be true. The 
sad, grief-stricken woman, _ still 
submerged by her sorrow whom I 
interviewed in Cheyenne just after 
her election to fill the unexpired 
term of her recently deceased hus- 
band as Governor of Wyoming, 
long since rose to the occasion as 
events have proved and now after 
a successful experience as lecturer 
on a Chautauqua circuit has the 
air of a seasoned campaigner. She 
travels with a young woman sec- 
retary who promptly handed me 
the following typewritten  state- 
ment: 

“Never in any campaign have I 
been so confident of Democratic 
Success aS at the present moment. 
The evidence of enthusiasm for 
Gov. Smith and Senator Robinson 
in this region are particularly grat- 
ifying to me. It is evident that 
Senator Hawes has a genius for 
organization and the Democrats of 
this section are to be congratulated 
upon having representation en the 
National Committee of a woman of 
so much ability as Mrs.: Farley.” 

When I reminded ‘her that pro- 
hibition is the most disturbing is- 
sue among women, she went right 
to it: 

For Prohibition Referenduni. 

“Prohibition is a subject 
charged with dynamite, yet see 
how unflinchingly our candidate 
has approached it,” she said. “He 
is asking for a referendum. Peo- 
ple on both sides of the question 
say they are afraid of a referen- 
dum, I am not. I am dry, but 
the mast avowed pronrbitionist will 
admit conditions are anything but 
gatisfactory as they are. The peo- 
ple have the right to change their 
Constitution. The President him- 
self has no power and Gov. Smith 
has said he would never be a nulli- 
fier. If by a vote of the people 
the prohibition law remains un- 
changed, people may depend upon 
it Gov. Smith will bring to its en- 
forcement courage and resource- 
fulness that have been lacking in 
Federal officialdom the last eight 
years. . 

“A referendum is the most dem- 
ocratic way of settling the issue. 
No one can say the people have no 
right to change their Constitution. 
It belongs to them. If we never 
had changed it we never should 
have had abolition of slavery, en- 
franchisement of women nor any 
other of the amendments. 

“I believe women will take a 
more active part in the coming 
election than ever before because 
of issues involved, and it is high 
time they were assuming their civic 
duties, Let them remember that 
our grandmothers urged upon re- 
juctant men that if only they would 
give us the ballot, we would purify

‘For the first time in 
the fact of the ~whole'  werld 
through a solemn covenant invo!v- 
ing the honor of great nations 
which’ all have behind them a 
heavy past, of political conflict, 
war is renounced unreservedly as 
an instrument of National policy, 
that is to say in its most specific 
and dreaded form—selfish and 
willful war. Considered of yore as 
of divine right and having re- 
mained in international cthics is 
an attribute of sovereignty, chat 
form of war becomes at Yast juri- 
dically devoid of what constituted 
its most serious danger—ts leriti- 
macy.’ : 

“Henceforth, branded with ilie- 
gality, it is by mutual accord truly 
and regularly outlawed, +o that a 
culprit would incur the uncondi- 
tional gondemnation and probably 
the enmity of all its co-siznatories. 
It is a direct blow to the institution 
of war, even to its very vitals. It 
is no longer a question of a defen- 
Sive organization against this 
scourge, but of attacking the evil 
at the root itself. Thus shall war 
as a means of arbitrary and selfish 
action no longer be deemea lawful. 
Thus its threat shall no longer 
hang over the economic political 
and social life of peoples. Thus 
shall the smaller nations hence- 
forth enjoy real independence in 
international discussions. Freed 
from the old bondage, the nations 
that have signed the new contract 
will gradually foresake the habit of 
associating the idea of National 
prestige and National interest with 
the idea of force. And inis single 
psychological fact will not be the 
least important factor in the eyolu- 
tion that is needed to lead to the 
regular stabilization of peace. 

“For the first time, on general 
Plans accessible to all nations in 
the universe, a congress of yeace 
does something else than settle po- 
litically the immediate con litions 
of a particular peace such.as are 
imposed in fact by the results of 
war. For the first time, on a com- 
prehensive and absolute scalc, uw 
treaty 's truly devoted to the very 
establishment of peace, initiating a 
new law and freed from all poli- 
tical contingencies. Such a treaty 
is a beginning and rot an end un- 
to itself. 

“Nor have we met to liquidate 
a war. The pact of Paris, born of 
peace and drawn from a free juri- 
dical notion, can and must be a 
regular treaty of concord. That is 
no doubt, why Mr. Kellogg when 
he insisted on leaving to the French 
Government the privilege of re- 
ceiving you in Paris, was so kind 
as to tell the French Ambassador 
that it seemed to him quite fitting 
that the neighborhood of he ‘Place 
de la Concorde’ should be chosen 
for signing the pact. 

“The treaties of Locarno, arter 
the Dawes plan, aad already borre 
witness to this new spirit that now 
finds its full vent. All their sig- 
natories were quite familiar with 
the idea of the renunciation of war 
as an instrument of national pol- 
icy, as I had the occasion of say- 
ing in my message to the Ameri- 
can people on the sixth of April.

PUWER LEASES 


Action Likely to Be Taken 
Against Secretary Roy O. 
West Because of Hold- 


ings in Insull Concerns. 


SAID TO HAVE STOCK 
IN NINE PROJECTS 


Law Excludes From Gov- 


Firm Interested in Corpo- 
ration Profits.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 28.—Legal 
action may be taken in the interest 
of the public to prevent Roy O. 
West, recently appointed Secretary 
of the Interior by President Ccol- 
l idge, from sitting as a member of 
the Federal Power Commnission in 
alleged violation of a Federal 
statute prohibiting an official from 
acting in cases in which be has a 
pecuniary interest, it was learned 
today. 

West, as a large stockholder in 
the Middle West Utilities Co., one 
of the Insull corporations, is al- 
leged to have a _ substantial per- 
sonal interest in nine of the anpli- 
cations for waterpower leases now 
pending before the Federal Power 
Commission. These nine projects 
are in six states — Illinois, in- 
diana, Kentucky, Oklahoma, Ten- 
nessee an@q@ Wisconsin. One of 
these applications, covering the 
great Cumberland Falls sf Ken- 
tucky, is being hotly contestea. 

Under the statute creating the 
Federal Power Commission, 
Secretary of the Interior autometl- 
cally becomes a member of the 
Commission. As such, it is his 
duty to approve or disapprove all 
applications for leases of power 
sites on the navigable waters and 
on the publie lands and reserva- 
tions of the United States. He also 
has a voice in determining the com- 
pensation to be paid to the Goy- 
ernment for such leases and under 
certain conditions is charzed with 
the duty of regulating rates tu be 
charged for the power which may 
be generated. The leases are, in 
effect, contracts between the Dnit- 
ed States and the _ corporation 
which receives the license. 

Provisions of Criminal Code. 

The question is, therefore, raised 
whether West can legally serve as 
Secretary of the Interior and ex- 
officio member of the Federal 
Power Commission without violut- 
ing that section of the Criminal 
Code which reads: 

That no member or agent of 
any firm or person directly. 9r 
indirectly interested in che pacu- 
niary profits of contracts of a cor- 
poration, joint stock company o1 
association or firm shall be em- 
ployed or shal lact as an of- 
ficer or agent of the United 
States for the transaction cf 
business with such corporation, 
joint stock company, association 
or firm.

LAMIMOT DU PONT SAYS: 
HE'LL VOTE FOR HOOVER 


Brother of Pierre S., Who Is 
for Smith, Urges Support 
ot, ©. -P.

WILMINGTON, Del., Aug. 28.— 
Within a few weeks after his 
brother, Pierre S. du’ Pont, an- 
nounced that he would support 
Gov. Smith, Democratic nominee 
for the presidency, Lammot du 
Pont announced in a_e statement 
made public today that he would 
vote for Herbert Hoover, the Re- 
publican candidate. 

Lammot du Pont is president of 
E., I. du Pont de Nemours & Co., 
and his brother, who was presi- 
dent during the war, is chairman 
of the board. They are cousins of 
Senator Coleman du Pont, Repub- 
lican, of Delaware. 

Lammot du Pont appeals to busi- 
ness men to stand by the Repub- 
lican party “because under Repub- 
lican government for the last eight 
years we have had prosperity and 
under Democratic administrations 
we have had less prosperity and 
usually hard times.” 

He differs with Hoover on the 
liquor issue, but declares the pro- 
hibition question is by no means 
the paramount one of the cam- 
paign, nor that other questions out 
of deference to it should be left to 
settle themselves.

Bishop Mora Declares Not 
More Than 12 Priests Took 
Up Arms in Mexico. 


By the Associated Press. 

MEXICO CITY, Aug. 28.—Em- 
phatic denial that Caholic prelates 
or priests had anything to do with 
the assassination of Gen .Obregon 
has been made by Mgr. Miguel de 
la Mora, Bishop of San Luis Po- 
tosi, who came out of hiding ‘.o 


talk with a group of American 
correspondents. 

Mgr. de la Mora, who is spokes- 
man for the Catholic bishops living 
in hiding in Mexico, expressed the 
opinion that Obregon’s assassina- 
tion has onl: delayed, not defeated, 
efforts to settle the Mexican re- 
ligious controversy. He met the 
correspondents by arrangement at 
a rendezvous near Mexico City. 

He said that not more than 12 
Catholic priests had participated 
in military movements against the 
Government and they had done 
so entirely of their own initiative. 
Most of these priests went with 
the rebels as chaplains and did not 
carry arms. He added that no 
archbishop, bishop or priest ras, 
with the sanction of the church, 
sustained the rebel movement in 
any form. 

The bishop is one of two Cath- 
olic archbishops and 11 bishops 
who have sought concealment in 
the country. Of the 4500 Mex- 
ican Catholic priests who were in 
the country at. the time the relig- 
ious controversy broke out only 
about 40 per cent remain. Mer. 
de la Mora estimates that between 
50 and 100 Cathotic priests have 
been killed in Mexico during the 
last two years. None had a trial 
and all were executed summarily. 
he said, and since last May, seven 
priests have been put to death. 

He declared that the Pope, two 
years ago, gave strict instructions 
to the episcopate and  prt-sts in 
Mexico not to mix in politics. “We 
have obeyed,” he said, “and still 
are obeying those instructions.” 

Msgr de la Mora denied that 
Archbishop Orozco y Jimenez of 
Jalisco participated in an armed 
revolution, as has been charged by 
the Government. The Archbishop 
is in hiding in the mountains of 
Jalisco but never has taken up 
arms, the prelate deciared. 

Mexican Catholics demand only 
the same religious liberty that ex- 
ists in the United States; he ex- 
plained. He expressed the belief 
that the religious controversy can- 
not be settled unless the r+equire- 
ments that the priests register with 
Government authorities are elim- 
inated. 

He refterated his belief that 
Mother Superior Concepcion Ace- 
beda de la Liata, who is under ar- 
rest charged with complicity ir the 
assassination of Obregon, is “hys- 
terical” and has an abnormal 
brain. Indictments have been re- 
turned against Mether Concepcion. 
Jose de Leon y Toral, Obregon's 
assassin, and 16 other persons, 
charging them with respousibility 
for the assassination and accusing 
them of having conspired against 
life and property. Those indicted 
include nine women.

NEW YORK, Aug. 23.—With a 
brief speech of thanks to the peo- 
ple of New Jersey, who hailed him 
uproariously during his four-day 
visit at Spring Lake, N. J., Gov. 
Smith has delivered the first ad- 
dress in his fight for the presi- 
dency since he was formally pro- 
claimed the Democratic standard 
bearer. 

“I have no idea in the world now 
where I will go or how many 
speeches I will make,” Gov. Smith 
today told newspaper men in his 
suite at Hotel Biltmore, in discuss- 
ing plans for his campaign speak- 
ing tour. “I won't have any plans 
at all until after Labor day,” ‘he 
added. 

The Democratic presidential 
nominee took to the golf links for 
a round of nine holes in the after- 
noon. He will leave tomorrow 
morning for Syracuse to attend the 
New York State fair Thursday ana 
will return to Albany that night if 
possible. 

Asked how he felt after his 
strenuous motor trip from Spring 
Lake, N. J., yesterday, the nominee 
said he was all right, but it was 
kind of nerve wracking. 

Chief Concern for Children. 

His chief concern was for the 
great number of children in the 
crowds that lined the roads and 
streets on his route up the coast. 

The Governor addressed several 
telegrams of condolence today, in- 
cluding one to Mrs. James J. 
Walker, wife of the Mayor of New 
York, over the death of her moth- 
er at Clinton, Ia., and another to 
George M. Cohan of theatrical 
fame, on the death of his mother. 

Smith’s first speech, made short- 
ly before midnight from a small 
platform on the City Hall steps in 
Newark, surrounded by a howling 
torch-bearing crowd that flooded 
into the streets, surprised nearly 
everyone in his party, as he passed 
the word that he intended to make 
no open air speeches unless forced 
to do so. 

Tumultuous Reception. 

This evidently was a case where 
he was forced, for the throngs 
that greeted him during the late 
afternoon and night as he made 
his way by automobile up to New 
York from Spring Lake gave him 
an ovation as tumultuous as that 
of Jast Friday, when he was en 
route to the Democratic rally at 
Sea Girt. 

With difficulty the nominee el- 
bowed his way through the crowd 
to express his sorrow at having to 
leave New Jersey and deciare he 
had never seen a greater display 
of enthusiasm. 

“I left New York City at 4 p. 
m. Fridi.y,” he began. “I’ve never 
thought New Jersey had so great 
a population. At Sea Girt. the 
whole populace of the eastern part 
of the United States seemed to be 
assembled. 

“I will be sorry to leave New 
Jersey. I have never seen so much 
devotion, I may say affection. as 
the people of New Jersey have 
shown me. T have been called

INCE first knowing St. Louis, there 

has always been a question I have 
wanted to ask, or place before St. Louis 
people for their consideration: Have St. 
louis people the most unnatural, pe- 
culiar and different temperament of any 
other. people in the world? 

To illustrate: Recently returning to 
St. Louis, after several years’ absence, 
J find that actual antipathy really ex- 
ists between people who drive automo- 
biles and people who walk—something 
which the rest of the world imagined 
existed only in movie comedies and joke 
books. 

People who drive automobiles actual- 
ly think that people who walk have not 
the same rights and privileges to the use 
of the city streets that drivers have. 
From experience and observation, it 
actually looks as though the pedestrian 
who is caught halfway across the street, 
ut Grand and Washington boulevards, 
when the lights start to change, is likely 
to be killed before he can reach the 
sidewalk. 

One morning, before the traffic offi- 
cer arrived, I stood at Twelfth and 
Olive, and out of 200 to 300 cars which 
passed, only two actually stopped for 
the Twelfth street stop sign. 

Other circumstances for  considera- 
tion are the “no car stop” signs hang- 
ing over the car tracks, which serve 
only to confuse strangers, causing them 
to think such corners are car stops, be- 
fore they take time to read the signs; 
the cranky “no left turn” signs at prac- 
tically every corner where there are 
traffic signals. In Chicago, where traf- 
tic is three times as heavy, I only know 
of one or two of these outside the 
1o0o0p; last but not least, the fact that 
it appears that St. Louis people have a 
more nervous, irritable or excitable tem- 
perament than. the people of any other 
city.

Some of the most influential journals in the world 
‘accept it as the beginning of a new era. Yet it is 
‘nothing but the bare word of these nations to aban- 
don war. It has been the experience of the world 
‘that the moment the interest of any such signatory 
is imperiled this solemn pact will become “a scrap of 
paper.” Who has forgotten Germany’s “rape of 
Belgium”? Nobody believes the United States is go- 
ing to brook interference with her in the Caribbean, 
while Britain has specifically said that the treaty 
does not relate “to certain regions of which the wel- 
fare and integrity constitute a special and vital in- 
terest for our peace and safety.” She also refuses to 
renounce war as an instrument of policy when it 
might seem necessary with any puwer that breaks 
the Kellogg-Briand treaty, and her third reservation 
is that “Britain will feel free to employ war as an 
instrument of policy im case of self defense.” Conse- 
quently a great many people, as well as notable jour- 
nals, refuse to take the treaty seriously. 
od . - 

In the March Review of Reviews, Frank H. Si- 
monds, eminent critic of European affairs, made a 
piercing analysis of Mr. Kellogg’s proposal to outlaw 
war. Originally, Briand had proposed a treaty out- 
lawing war between France and the United States. 
“Materially, practically,” said Simonds, “the gesture 
amounted to nothing; politically, sentimentally, it 
might prove profitable. It was, in sum, nothing more 
nor less than an effort on the part of the French- 
man to advance the cause of Franco-American friend- 
ship by a French tribute to an American concep- 


is unthinkable. 

When Mr. Kellogg countered with a proposal to 
expand the Franco-American pact into dne in which 
all the great powers were to join, the situation was 
entirely changed. “For in Europe, by virtue of the 
League of Nations covenant and all the subsidiary 
agreements made later between special powers war 
is the basis of peace.” It is one of the funda- 
mental obligations of League members to go to war 
against any nation which deliberately and aggres- 
sively disturbs the peace. Great Britain, moreover, 
is further bound under the Locarno pacts “to fight 
either France or Germany, if either disturbs the 
status quo on the Rhine by aggression. So is Italy.’ 
In Eastern Europe, France has bound itself to go to 
war to defend Poland and Czecho-Slovakia. 

Mr. Simonds could not see how it was possible for 
European nations, bound as they were by solemn obli- 
gations to make war in the interest of peace, to 
agree to the Kellogg suggestion. He said: 


What the Briand-Kellogg discussions did make 
clear was that, for a future which cannot be 
measured, any such general proposttion as out- 
lawing war has as little chance of obtaining se- 
rious European consideration as would the pro- 
posal in the United States to abolish cancer by 
Act of Congress. 


No doubt Mr.. Simonds is not the least astonished 
person among those who witnessed in Paris yester- 
day signature of the multilateral treaty, Looking 
at European affairs with the eyes of a realist, he 
was unable to visualize the contradictory position in 
which the politicians of Europe have seen fit to place 
themselves. 

The French and English, solemnly bound to make 
war under the League of Nations, the Locarno treat- 
ies, and the agreements with Poland and Czecho- 
Slovakia, with equal solemnity bind themselves at 
Paris not to make war. Which of these promises is 
to be respected? If Germany should ten years from 
now seek to recover by force the Dantzig corridor, 
would France stand idly by and leave Poland to its 
fate? If Germany should embark upon another war 
against France, would England respect its pledge to 
renounce war as a national policy? If Italy, under 
the bellicose Mussolini, should undertake to conquer 
the Balkan countries, how long would France and 
England remember their promise made yesterday? 

When the Kellogg treaty was in process of nego- 
tiation, the New York World made this distinction 
between it and the League of Nations idea: 


A treaty to renounce war has no meaning un- 
less it is administcred by some sort of interna- 
tional agency which has authority to interpret it. 
If each nation can interpret it to suit itself, each 
nation can-do with it whatever its interests and 
conscience compel it to do. No nation really re- 
nouncces war until it renounces the right to be 
the sole judge of what constitutes war. Mr. 
Kellogg does not propose to do that. The Euro- 
pean experiment in the organization of peace 
tentatively proposed just that. And that is why 
it is @ more realistic movement to renounce war 
than Mr. Kellogg's treaty. : 


The New York Herald Tribune szid of the treaty: 


We greatiy admire the record of the Coolidge 
administration and we strongly approve its many 
sound and beneficent accomplishments; but the 
Kellogg treaty is certainly not one of them. 

The text of the Kellogg treaty itself is loosely 
worded and susceptible of many varying interpre- 
tations. For one thing, it established no stand- 
ards of violation, thus making enforcement im- 
possible. . . . This looseness maxcs ihe treaty 
futile and provides @ source of future danger 
and dispute. 

The conception of renouncing war by govern- 
mental fiat is inherently absurd. 

Many persons think a real step toward peacc 
has been taken, when no real step can ever be 
taken which does not entail a real sacrifice from 
every man of us. 

The treaty will probably be signed, Dut we hope 
the Senate will refuse to ratify it. This attempt 
fo give something for nothing only intrenches 
war more deeply than ever.

It will be noted that 
the powers do not pledge themselves to abandon war, 
but merely to abandon it “as an instrument of pol- 
icy.” But when has a nation admitted that it em- 
ployed war “as an instrument of policy’? Every war 
is a “defensive war” from the standpoint of each na- 
tion engaged in it. It was in “self defense” that 
Germany declared war on the allies, and in “self 
defense” that the allies declared war on Germany. 
No diplomat ever admits any other reason for going 
to war, and we imagine none ever will. 

What the suffering peoples of the world want is 
an abandonment of war for any purpose. War as 
“an instrument of policy’ is no more destructive and

-able excuse for war when it occurs, but a way to 
prevent it from occurring at all. 

In this connection, it can very cogentty be argued 
that the present treaty will act as a positive evil, by 
serving as an excuse for rejecting plans that might 
really prevent war. Suppose a really effective plan 
should be proposed in the future. Undoubtedly it 


the powers have agreed to the present pact In order 
to have an excuse for rejecting any genuine peace 
plan that may be offered. 

The same wires that carried a description of the 
signing of the treaty algo conveyed the information 
that Western Europe is more heavily armed today 
than it was in 1913. Notwithstanding that the arm- 
ies ef Germany, Austria, Russia and Bulgaria have 
been reduced to a mere fraction of their pre-war 
strength, the nations to the west of them continue 
to maintain vast armies, and to pile up colossal arma- 


ments. This may indicate a willingness to abandon 


| war “as an instrument of policy,” but it certainly 


indicates no disposition to abandon it altogether. 
Does anybody believe that all these airplanes and 
tanks, these submarines and long range guns, these 
gas bombs and high explosive shells, are intended for 
use in a playful game of tag? Of course not. Un- 
doubtedly their presence would be defended, not as 
instruments of policy, but as “measures of defense.” 
And so the old game of empty words and hollow 
gestures, with its grim undertone of reality, goes 
merrily on. 


Ca v * : 

We have had other peace treaties of this sort. 
Early in the first Wilson administration Secretary 
of State Bryan undertook the negotiation of peace 
treaties. Those treaties, though formally styled 
“President Wilson’s Peace Proposal,” have come to 
be known as the “Bryan Peace Plan.” The proposal 
was that all disputes which diplomacy failed to ad- 
just should be referred to an international com- 
mission for investigation and report. Provisions were 


embodied in the text for creating an impartial com- | 


mission, which, it was stipulated, should have a year 
to conclude its work, or, if that were too long, a 
period to be mutually agreed upon. There was no 
commitment on the part of either nation to a con- 
troversy to accept the commission’s report, but the 
signatories bound themselves not to make war pend- 
ing the commission’s report. Faitn in the efficacy 
of the pact was vested in the period of investigation, 
which Bryan happily called the “cooling off period.” 
Thirty nations (Germany alone of the Great Powers 
refusing) entered in the “Bryan Peace Plan” which 


was scarcely a year old when blown to fragments 
by the World War. 

Since the World War national security has been 
a major preoccupation of all governments. Numerous 
peace projects have been submitted and considered. 
The most impressive of all those efforts are the Lo- 
carno treaties, or, more accurately, the pledges signed 
at Locarno by France, Belgium and Germany. In 
that pledge France and Belgium un the one hand

With certain variations, history ‘s repest- 
ing itself. A revolution, in Russia, is shuk- 
ing the colonies of Asia, of Africa, and of 
the Pacific to their foundations, -nitiati:.g 
another cycle of nationalist movements. The 
Orient is aping the America of a century 
ago, and like America, will soon succeed 
in shaking herself free from Europe. ‘The 
parallel seems inevitable. The future of 
European economic imperialism is measured 
by a few years, if not by days. Why sbhvuld 
we mourn its fall? There were no lamen- 
tations when Spain tost the Americas. tot 
even from the Spaniards. Today we real- 
ize that it was a good thing for all ccn- 
cerned. The existence of her colonial em- 
pire was one of the basic reasons fcr Span- 
ish decadence; and the loss of her last ccl- 
onies, though snapping the strongest bonds 
of patriotic feeling was the salvation of 
Spain. Perhaps the loss of the Orient will 
likewise save Europe, which is today so 
spiritually decadent, so fearful of the un- 
known, 

And if this happens we may ‘hank the 
Russian Revolution, the arrow wh'ch found 
the-vulnerable heel of an imperialistic cun- 
tinent.

gr the business by $2,000,000 or 
$2,000,000. \ 

The fight now over, Wilson, who 
pad been criticised by interests fa- 
yoring the first contract, emerged 
gs Federal receiver and with the 
“mplicit confidence and trust of 
the Court,” as Judge A. L. Reeves 
expressed it from the bench after 
nearing all sides of the controversy. 

In July, when the insurance 
eommissioners learned the com- 
‘pany’s capital and surplus had been 
wiped out by the manipulations of 
its president, Roy C. Toombs, 
ageinst whom criminal charges are 
pending in this connection, they 
invited the Missouri State Life to 
offer a contract for reinsurance of 
the International Life. This con- 
tract was drawn and submitted to 
the commissioners, who were 80 
favorably impressed with its terms 
that they called on the board of 
directors of the International Life 
to accept it without delay, whick 
was done. 

This contract contemplated that
